One Hundred and Fifty Ballots, and no 
Senator Yet. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ills., March 6.—The opening bal- 
lot in joint assembly today gave no encourage- 
ment to the friends of Streeter, as, in spite of the 
endorsement of-the state central committee, he 
received one less vote than he did yesterday, one 
of the republicans going back to Oglesby. The 
result was: Palmer, 101; Streeter, 97; Oglesby, 6. 

This was the 145th ballot, but, on the 148th, an- 
other republican came into line, giving Streeter 
98 votes, still five short of an election.

THE IRISH DELEGATIONS COMING 
TO AMERICA. 


SHREWD 


PARNELL'S SELEGTIONS. 


Stead’s Last Fight on Sir Charles Dilke. 


The English Publishers on American 
Copyright—That Unlucky Visit. 


Lonpon, March 6.—{Copyright, 1891, by the 
New York Associated Press.]—Liberal official 
circles expect an early deliverance from Glad- 
Stone on the party’s electoral programme, 
which will either be issued as a special mani- 
festo, or declared in his coming speech at 
Hastings. 

Private and persistent entreaty of a number 
of leading adherents to make his attitude 
towards the Irish party definite and unmistak- 
able, has finally caused him to decide to speak 
out. 1 

Parnell’s reiteration of assurance to the 
Irish people that, by supporting him they 
would ultimately bring about the surrender of 
the Gladstonians, is keenly resented by the 
English liberal leaders. Gladstone’s pro- 
nunciament is expected to let the world know 
that if the Irish people champion Parnell, the 
English liberals will abandon home rule’ 

Apart from the Irish questions, the rank 
and file of the liberal members of the house of 
commons are impatient to obtain a definite 
electoral platform. Tomorrow a Gladstonian 
weekly, The Speaker, will contain an article 
entitled ‘‘Clearing the Decks,’’ admitting this 
feeling and adding that the official programme 

‘will be in the hands of the electors in due 
time, and that it will not be found wanting in 
strength nor in practical character. 

With reference to the conservative platform, 
& prominent member of the government, in- 
terviewed in the lobby of: the house of com- 
mons, said that though the cabinet had de- 
cided to wind up the session as quickly as pos- 
sible, and aimed to prorogue parliament in the 
first week in July, no declaration would 
be allowed to be given by any minister until 
earlyinthe autumn. He indicate@ that in 
the campaign then commencing the conserva- 
tives would make a feature o! the promised 
labor legislation. Gladstone has quashed the 
interest in the motion of the Scotch liberals 
led by Clarke, proposing to establish federal 
relations between the nationalities constitut- 
ing the united kingdom, by causing the whips 
to intimate that the party ought not to discuss 
or vote on the matter. When Clarke spoke 
tonight the liberals trooped out, and when the 
government put up a minor member to attack 
the proposal, the house was counted out. Fed- 
eration is not yet a practical question, though 
it has a growing advocacy amongst the more 
extreme radicals. 

Parnell’s delegates to America will leave on 
Sunday. They are greatly comforted by cable 
assurances of a warm and widespread sup- 
port of the American compatriots. United 
Ireland contrasts the departure and prospects 
of O’Connor, Kelly, Redmond and Harrison, 
with the partial collapse of the McCarthyite 
mission preparations. The McC arthyites at first 
arranged to send Abraham, Kenny and Flynn 
to act with T. ‘P. O’Connor. Abraham re- 
fused, Kenny and Flynn were superseded, and 
T. P. O’Connor packed - his traps to come 
home. Nowa single ambassador, Fox, goes 
to represent the failing faction. The firmest 
English friends of the McCarthyites are be- 

inning to despair of their ability to make 
Condwas against the vigor and virile activity 
of the Parnellites. 

Parnell has shown his usual skill in the se- 
lection of his emissaries. All excepting Har- 
rison are trusted nationalists, and can appeal 
with confidence based upon past personal his- 
tory to the Irish Americans. Parnell’s speech 
at Clerkenwell was a pointed bid for the labor 
vote. It was also meant to entice Davitt, but 
only stirred up Davitt’s bile. Writing to The 
Labor World, Davitt predicts that Parnell 
will not humbug the workmen, denounces him 
for making a hypocritical profession of inter- 
est in labor, whilst actively fomenting racial 
feuds between English and Irish democracies, 
and accuses him of being ready to wreck the 
home rule movement to 
‘Tory-Parnellite compact like that of 1885. 

Stead’s Fight on Dilke. 

Editor Stead will issue tomorrow a pamphlet 
vehemently denouncing Sir Charles Dilke, recall- 
ing his promise not to return to public léfe till his 
character was cleared, analyzing Dilke’s pamphlet 
as an addition to his offense by piling up false- 
hoods, and invoking combination of liberals to 
prevent the.re-election of Sir Charles, lest dis- 
grace fall upon the cause of liberalism. The 
triends of Sir Charles urge that their position be 
kept doubtful, because they cannot re-open the 
case by a direct appeal to the law. His liberal op- 
ponents now challenge him to take the only course 
open for iegal vindication, to prosecute the per- 
sons charged in the pamphiet with i grata 
and perjury. On Monday Sir Charles will speak 
in Forest of Dean, when his opponents will ask 
him to step down or prosecute.

Even the most careless gos- 
sipers would not have associated Mr. Burdett- 
Coutts with a scandal in England, where his char- 
acter and mode ef life have placed him above sus- 
picion. The mistakes made by American papers 
have been as greata shock to the Baroness Bur- 
dett-Coutts a3 to her husband. The latter tonight 
writes tothe Associated Press to state that the 
report in some papers in the United States that 
there is a probability of his being implicated in a 
divorce suit is absolutely untrue; that there is not 
a shadow of foundation for any fmputation of the 
kind. The spirit of fairness which always ani- 
mates the American press will, he feels sure, se- 
cure for this refutation of the cruel scandal the 
same publicity that was given to the original 
report cabied trom London. . 

English Publishers and the Copyright. 

The outcries of certain printers and paper- 
makers over the American copyright act, do not 
find any response among some of the greatest 
English publishers. Mr. Longman, in an inter- 
view, said that he was rejoiced at the passage of 
the act as a recognition of the principle of literary 
property. He thinks that most publishers will 
be left in a neutral p sition, while those having 
American houses may possibly be benefited by 
the act. His firm, having an establishment in 
America, will, when necessary, have books set up 
in type there. He adinitted that English printers 
and paper-makers would be injured, as an amount 
of trade would certainly be diverted from them. 
The act would not bring the millenium to English 
authors. The manager of the Spottiswoods, the 
great government printers, —_ a tg act 
will not have a serious efliect on publishers. 
There will be tremendous waste of time in send- 
ing proofsheets to and from between England and 
the United States. The paper-makers are more 
alarmed. A se ene Ae of stationers propose to 
wait on Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, president of the 
board of trade, and demand government action to 
prevent serious injury to their trade. 

He Blames the Ex-Empress. 

Lord Lytton has come irom Paris to have a con- 
ference with Lord Salisbury on the possible issues 
arising from Empress Frederick’s visit to Paris. 
Judging from the tenor of his open conversation 
in society Lord Lytton does not fearthat the re- 
lations between France and Germany have been 
seriously strained.

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A BIG REPUBLICAN BANQUET 


Tom Reed Challenges the World to Produce 
an Equal of the 51st Congress. 

Ngw York March 6.—It was more than of 
ordinary significance—the dinner of the Fed- 
erai Club at Delmonico’s tonight—for it was 
the first dinner under republican auspices 
since the close of the fifty-tirst congress. Din- 
ner was given in honor of Hon. W. H. 
Arnoux, and when the guests sat down to the 
tables there were 150 covers laid in the fam- 
ous banquet hall. There was no set order of 
speeches, but there was, nevertheless, plenty 
of oratory in honor of republicanism. 

The orderin which speeches were made by able 
expounders of republican doctrine was as fol- 
lows: 

Chauncey M. Depew, who spoke as the presiding 
officer; Thomas Bb. Reed, Henry. Cabot Lodge, 
Theodore Roosevelt, Stewart L. Woodford, and 
ex-Judge Arnoux. ; 

William McKinley sent a telegram saying it 
was quite uncertain about his coming, and as it 
happened he was kept away by the illness of his 
wite. Letters of regret were also received from 
Secretary Blaine, Vice President Morton, Post- 
master General Wanamaker, Secretaries Proctor, 
Noble and Tracy. 

Before the gentlemen sat down to dinner quite 
a reception was given in the parlors to Mr. Reed. 
Dinner was opened when Rev. Dr. Faunce asked 
a divine blessing upon the feast. 

When dinner had been enjoyed by those pres- 
ent and the cigars were lighted, the distinguished 
presiding officer rapped for order and said: 

“We are here tonight asrepublicans. There 
are no — i to doubt our faith in this world 
or the next. Weare present to give greeting to 
the republican leaders in the national congress. 
We welcome Reed. [Cheers.] We welcome Lodge. 
We regret McKinley is not here. A republican 
properly constituted has nothing to defend. The 
republican party has always won its victories by 
being aggressive. The bill carrying out the prin- 
ciples of our party, which will put the American 
flag on the seas, becomes, in the language of the 
heur, a subsidy job.”’ 

Depew proposed the health of the president of 
the United States, the toast being drank standing 
and in silence. 

Depew then introduced Speaker Reed as the 
great event of the rit ne 

Reed was received with great applause. He 
said: 

“I trust that I appreciate as much as any other 
man the advantage of having good friends. 
Half of the struggle in life is to get a hear- 
ing. When Christopher Columbus discovered 
America it took him three months, but it took 
him half _ his life to get a chance to discover 
it. Advertisement is the absolute prerequisite to 
the sale of goods, and your best advertisers are 
your enemies. Your friends sometimes go to 
sleep; your enemies never do. The general pub- 
lic do not pay much attention to advertisements, 
but proceed to examine goods. The fifty- 


first congress has been extensively ad- 
vertised, but the public wiil oo 
eb- 


proceed to examine what has been done. 
ever this conntry awakes to the fact that the doc- 
trine of human liberty must prevail from one end 
to the other, then justice will be done tothe man 
that enforced an honest count and an 
hovest lew. I will challenge the world 
to point to an equal of the fifty-first con- 
gress for the great good it has done. We have 
done more than pass great measures. We have 
shown to the people of the country that it is possi- 
ble to have a responsible government. This 
country today, with its 60,000,000 of people, cannot 
be governed as when it had 3,000,000. Our govern- 
ment has got to be the growth of the necessities 
of our people, and cannot be adopted from any 
other land.” 

Reed here spoke of the increased work of con- 
gress, comparing the work of the fifty-first con- 
gress with the work done by congress during the 
first fifty years of its existence. ‘*What I claim,” 
he continued, “for the house of representatives, 
is not what it has done, but what it has rendered 
possible for all time to be done.”’ 

Tremendous a ages reeted the close of 
Reed’s speech. He was followed in the order 
named by Lodge, Roosevelt, ;Woodfordand Ar- 
noux. 


HOW THEY DO IT IN BRAZIL. 


The Government Makes a Holiday to Save 
a Bank from Ruin. 

BuvENOSs AYRES, March 6.—The Argentine goav- 
ernment issued a decree, yesterday, which sus- 
pends business on the Bourse, in the custom 
house and in the banks for two days—today and 
tomorrow. This decree was issued in view of the 
disturbed state of trade, financial anxiety pre- 
vailing, and a general feeling of panic which exists 
in all circies. The decree announces that the two 
days are to be observed as holidays, but the real 
eause for the suspension of business is to try to 
save the Provincial bank, about which so much 
has been said recently, from financial disaster. 
There has been a run on the bank for several days, 
and it 1s believed that it did not dare to open its 
doors today. A syndicate, composed of 120 mer- 
chants, has arranged a plan by which they will 
lend the Argentine government $20,000,000, conse- 
quently the government has decided that no fresh 
issue of paper money will be made, and that the 
tax of 2 per cent, recently levied on all deposits in 
private banks, will be abolished.

He will probably be succeeded by Senhor Wir- 
baurra, 


THE PETERSBURG. AND WELDON. 


Virginia Capitalists Taking Steps to Pro- 
tect Their Rights. 

RICHMOND, Va. March 6.—{Special.}—When the 
bill to extend the charter of the Petersburg and 
Weldon road passed the North Carolina house of 
delegates on Wednesday, it was supposed that it 
would certainly go through the senate. Since 
then a motion has been made to reconsider the 
action, and a strong effort will be made, it is 
learned, to defeat the extension, unless the Wil- 
mington and Weldon road will surrender certain 
exemptions it now enjoys. 


In consequence of this roposed action, a large 


number of the stockholders of the Petersburg , 


company met atthe banking house of John L. 
Wiiliams & Son in this city today to take some 
action to protect their interests. A committee 
was appointed to a a meworial for presen- 
tation to the legislature of North Carolina, setting 
out the status of the stockholders, and urging that 
body to pass the billto extend the charter. The 
committee was also authorized to proceed at once 
to Raleigh, and urge upon the legislature the 
justice of renewing the charter of the company, 
in which these people have invested their money. 

Besides being owners of the stock of the com- 

any, these gentlemen, or some of them, are 
argely interested in the mortgage bonds of the 
company, all of which interests are injuriously 
affected by the action of the legislature in failing 
to pass the bill for the renewal of the charter. 
None of the gentlemen mentioned are interested 
in any way inthe Wilmington and Weldon rail- 
road, and are powerless to influence the action of 
that company.

ToRoNTO, March 6.—The Empiré, a govern- 
ment organ, sums up the result of yesterday’s 
election as follows: 

The conservatives elected 125, the reformers 
elected 83; majority for the conservatives, 
42, with seven seats still to be heard from, of 
which five at the last election returned con- 
servatives, 

The World, a government paper, claims a 
majority of 39 for the government. 

The Mail, independent, gives the govern- 
mént a majority of 26, while The Globe, op- 
positionist, says that the majority for the gov- 
ernment throughout the whole country will 
not exceed 20. 

Commenting on the election, The Empire 
says: 

The issue Was momentous. The government 
was assailed with a bitterness almost unprece- 
dented in our politics. By calling in foreign aid 
the opposition leaders lent themselves to a dis- 
graceful attempt to subvert the independence of 
Canada and to overturn British rule on this 
continent. Plottings and schemings were worked 
out under the guise of a seductive commercial 
Pym The electors were asked to believe that 
simply a business proposition was before them 
for acceptance or rejection, and the most strenu- 
ous efforts were made, extending over se 
years, to catch the sympathy of the people and 
deluae thei into trusting the enemies of their 
country. Canada gave her answer to this, 
despicable movement yesterday, when she re- 
jected the foreign plotters and Canadian 
allies, and sustained, by a decisive major- 
ity, the policy and administration which 
have made this country strong, prosperous and 
self-respecting. Canada’s reply to annexationists 
and traitors, veiled or unveiled,is that she de- 
spises them and rejects their propositions with 
scorn,and that the public men who associate 
themselves with treasonable intrigue need look 
for no oe at the hands of the indignant elec- 
tors.

DvuBLix, March 6.—In an appeal for money to 
form a Parnell campaign fund, the lord mayor of 
Dublin, Joseph M. Meade, and the high sheriff of 
Dublin, James Shamks, are appointed treasurers 
of the fund. The appeal puts home rule to the 
front, and it deciares that the industrial develop- 
ment of Irelandand civil and religious liberty 
must be an essential part of Irish self-govern- 
ment. 

The appeal also opposes any system of relig- 
fous domination, in Ireland. It says this ques- 
tion has always had too much ascendancy when 
considering the future of Ireland.

. DEMANDED 
By Railroad Men—Atlanta and Florida 
Gossip—Other News that Will Be In- 
teresting to Railroad Men. 


The heavy rains of the past few weeks have se 
riously retarded the movements of the freight 
trains of the Atlanta and Florid: road. A block- 
ade now exists in the yards of that road, about 
forty or fifty cars being tied up, whith makes both 
deliveries and collections slow. | 

The same state of affairs has also existed for a 
long time past on other roads, but all have used 
extraordinary measures to raise it and have suc- 
ceeded to a great extent. 

Local officials _are loud in their demands 
for improved terminal facilities. The rail- 
road accommodations, such as switching and 
Storage yards, hive, they say, long since been out- 
grown by the the wonderful growth of the city 
and her consequent increased commerce. Many 
advocate a belt road; others Say a revision of the 
yards of all the roads would fill the bill for the 
ensuing year, at least, but all agree that a reform 
and improvement of some kind are necessary - 
The business increases every year, and méasures 
must be tuken in advance to meet the increase, or 
the roads will suffer great loss. 

It was rumored around town yesterday that 
Superintendent Barnes, of the Georgia division 
of the East Tennessee road, had resiyned, to take 
effect April lst; but Major Barnes himself denies 
it, and there the matter stands. 

New delopments are constanly arising in the af- 
fairs of the Atlanta and Florida railroad and its 
controlling spirit, the Georgia Improvement Com- 
pany. Mr. Willis Ragan, a stockholder in the 
Georgia Improvement Company, has, it 18 said, 
interested some wealthy New York capitalists in 
the road, and says he can obtain enough money 
from them to extend the road through to Way- 
cross. About $500,000 would be required to 
build and equip the extension. His pian is for 
the stock hu.ders in the improvement company to 
sive up their stock and control ot the road in re- 
turn toran equivalent in the shape of second 
ino. tgage bonds to be issued on tuerood. His 
plan. OweVer, the stockholders say, bas met with 

nt littie favor amongthem, and it is not likely 
that anything will ever come of it. 

Beginning tomorrow Richmond and Danville 
train No. 11 will arrive in Atlanta at 11:37 p. m., 
instead of 11 o'clock, as heretoiore, and Georgia 
Pacific train No. 52 will wait every night for the 
connection until its own schedule is changed, 
probably on the 15th or 22d instant. 


It is stated on good authority that John W. 
Mackey has taken hold of the predected Chatta- 
ae and Evansville railroad, and that the line 
will be built as rapidly as the work can be done. 

The original survey was throuch the rich coal 
and iron region of Walden’s Ridge, but it will be 
extended toa connection with a line of steamers 
at Port Royal or Brunswick, 

The freight business of the Louisville Southern 
is said to have increased fully 100 per cent since 
the East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia people 
comipenced to operate the road, and would be 
heavier had the company power sufficient to 
handle the business promptly. The business men 
of Louisville are giving the road all the business 
they well cun.

Answer This, Mr. Harrison. 


Referring to the appointment of James 
Hill, the negro politician, to be postmaster 
at Vicksburg, The New York Sun puts a 
plain question to President Harrison, which 
he may not find it convenient to ansaver. 

The Sun wants to know why it is that 
these obnoxious appointments are all made 
at the south, and asks the president why he 
does not try the same system at the north? 
Our contemporary says: 

It is impossible to understand General Harri- 
son's system, if he has one, in regard to the south- 
ern appointments. Attimesit has seemed that 
he was.in favor of building up a white republican 
partyin the south. The friction between the 
white republicans and the colored republicans has 
increased during his administration, and there 
are indications that he has been tolerably success- 
fulin dissatisfying both sorts by his appoint- 
ments. 

Hill’s color is not to his discredit, but in view 
of thé prejudice which exists in the north, not 
less than in the south, and perhaps even more, 
would it not be better for General Harrison to re- 
move the northern colored repnblicans first? 
These men vote the republican ticket pretty 
steadily, but somehow or other they do not get ap- 
pointed to office. Why are there not negro post- 
masters atthe north? When General Harrison 
was looking fora suitable man for the Indian- 
apolis postimastership, for instance, why didn’t he 
appoint a colored republican from Fort Wayne or 
Terre Haute? Was it because he knows that the 
south is peculiarly averse to carpet-baggers that 
he didn’t appvint a Vicksburg man postmaster at 
Vicksburg? Wasit because he knows that the 
white republicans of Indiana are not fond of the 
colored citizens, except at a distance and for po- 
litical purposes, that he has appointed no colored 
postmasters in Indiana? 

These are leading questions and they 
‘strike home.’’ We would be glad if some 
of the president's friends would answer 
them for him, and either make a reasonable 
excuse, or admit the infamy of the republi- 
can policy towards the south. Such ap 
pointments as are made here would never be 
thought of in connection with the north, for 
the president would not submit to them. 

And yet, when such are made, and south- 
ern men protest, they are frequently de- 
nounced by northern newspapers as seeking 
to “‘boycott’’ the administration, and the 
**bloody shirt’’ is waved for all it is worth. 

We repeat the question of our New York 
contemporary: ‘‘Why is it that the presi- 
dert makes no negro appointments at the 
north?” The material is there. The negro 
in that section is equally anxious for recog- 
nition. Why is he ignored in parceling out 
the offices? Don’t all speak at once! 


Asia as a Cotton Country. 

The presence in Georgia and other south- 
ern states of agents of the Russian govern- 
ment, whose purpose itis to master the cul- 
tivation of the cotton plant, may mean dis- 
aster for the cotton fields of America, 

The czar has determined to make his em- 
pire the seat of the cotton industry, and, 
borrowing an idea from the Farmers’ Alli- 
ance, will establish warehouses and advance 
to the growers 70 per cent on the market 
price of the staple. 

Edouard Goujon, at the head of the 
movement, has just finished an apprentice- 
ship of thirteen months on a Louisiana plan- 
tation. He tells an interesting story of the 
origin of the scheme. With the czar of the 
Russian empire and some of the other mem- 
bers of the imperial household as his back- 
ers, Mr. Goujon proposes to cultivate cotton 
pn a gigantic scale in central Asia, and 
eventually to furnish the markets of Europe 
with the products of the Asia plantations. 
The 690,000 bales of cotton annually con- 

‘sumed in Russia, of which the United States 
- for decades have furnished two-thirds, will be 
sent tothe empire from the Asia planta- 
tions, for the czar assures Mr. Goujon that 
the tariff on all cotton except that raised on 
- the new plantations will be raised to such a 
figure that the United States, Egypt and 
India will be unable to export the article to 
” Russia. Cotton of as fine a grade as any 
grown in the south, Mr. Goujon declares, 

tan be produced in Asia. He goes so far as 
‘fo say that a superior quality of cotton can 
‘be made from the products of the planta- 
‘tions he proposes to establish. It is not a 
“jeap in the dark, says he, because cotton 


fields have flourished with excellent results

As the prices 
in Russia are controlled by the market in Liver- 
pool and London, [can see nothing but immense 
profits in store for us.

No matter what advantages central 
Asia may have, they can only be utilized by 
a@ free people, and not by the serfs who 
cower under the knout of Russian authority.

They 
have been interesting themselves in an at- 
tempt to retain General Corse as postmaster 
at -Boston, and, in arguing their case, they 
have not hesitated to become. maudlin. 
They say that as General Corse, who was 
appointed by Cleveland, has made a good 
postmaster, he ought to be reappointed by 
Harrison. This gives us a front view of the 
mugwump idea of politics. 

This idea is worth considering as oné of 
the curiosities of emasculated teinperaments, 
The mugwump view is that the contests be- 
tween the parties mean nothing. When the 
people elect a democratic or a republican 
congress, {he result is not only. fortuitous, 
but humofous. When the people, through 
their electoral system, choose a democrat or 
a republican president, the mugwump idea 
is that they are only fooling. In other 
words, according to the mugwump idea, the 
political elections that take place are 
habitual rather than serious—are mere 
farces, in fact, that amount to nothing, and 
ought not to be seriously considered by any 
reasonabl= person. 

Thus, when Mr. Cleveland was elected 
president, he was besought not to remove re- 
publicans. Unfortunately for the demo- 
cratic party, Mr. Cleveland paid some atten- 
tion to the mugwump clamor, and retained 
republican partisans in office in the face of 
the fact that the American people had de- 
clared at the ballot box that they wanted the 
republicans to vacate the offices and turn all 
the administrative departments of the gov- 
ernment over to the democrats. 

The attempt to have General Corse re- 
tained in office has been a most peculiar 
one. General .Corse is a fighting democrat. 
He is the officer who held the fort for Sher- 
man, and although he was a commander of 
the union forces, he was a democrat all the 
time, and lost no occasion to advertise his 
politics. He was a democrat during the 
war, and he was a democrat after the war. 
He was appointed as postmaster at Boston 
by President Cleveland as a democrat, and 
he has retained office as a democrat. There 
has never been any doubt about his politics 
in any quarter. Like Governor Hill, of 
New York, he is a democrat early in the 
morning, late in the evening and all day 
long. 

That he has made a good postmaster there 
can be no doubt, but he has not madea 
good republican postmaster. Nevertheless, 
the mugwumps of Boston have been _besieg- 
ing Mr. Harrison and begging him to re- 
appoint the democratic veteran. We do not 
believe that General Corse himself has sym- 
pathized with this movement to retain him 
in office under a republican president. 
do not believe that any genuine and properly 
constituted democrat has any real desire to 
hold office under a republican administra- 
tion. It is a violation of the unities; it puts 
a strain of @ sensitive man that is not 
pleasant to contemplate. 

Ridiculous as he is, Mr. Benjamin Harri- 
son has set an example in this matter for 
democratic presidents to follow, and it isa 
very wholesome example. He has refused 
to appoint General Corse, and his refusal 
will be heartily endorsed by every person 
who believes in party principles. He has 
refused to appoint a democrat, just as a 
democratic president should refuse to ap- 
point a republican. There is no half-way 
policy in this contest between democratic 
and republican principles.

CURRENT TOPICS NOTED, 


Rev. Robert Hopkins, D. D., said to have been 
the oldest Methodist Episcopal clergyman in 
Pennsylvania, died suddenly this week at Sewick- 
ley, Allegheny county. He would have been 
ninety-three years of age in April, and was one 
of the last links connecting the present with the 
early days of Methodism. Over sixty-five years 
ago he joined the Pittsburg conference, and was 
the last of the original members of that body. In 
1844 he was, against his wishes, named for bishop, 
and came within one vote of being chosen. He 
was for ninetcen years a presiding elder, sat as a 
delegate in five general conferences, was at one 
time secretary of the Seaman's Friend Society, 
and for years contributed to the church publica- 
tions. Of his early struggles he said recently: 
“The first circuit I ever preached on covered a 
distance of 200 miles. It was the Grand River cir- 
cuit, and required one month to travel. I 
preached every day. The meetings were held in 
little log huts. My colleague was a married mau. 
When the collection was taken up he got all the 
cash, as it was thought that I, being unmarried, 
did not reguire money. Some of the male mem- 
bers made me a presentofa Dearborn wagon, 
which was afterward deducted from my salary. 
The young girls gave me a pair of socks and a 
neck scarf. This, with $63 in money, was my 
salary for the first three years of my ministry.”

Worth Thinking About. | 

Dover, Ga., March 4.—Editor Constitution: 
The time of planting cotton is near at hand. We 
should consider well before we plant. The 
present outlook demands our serious and careful 
deliberation before planting. The price of cotton 
is now (on low grades) below the cost of produc- 
tion, with 8,000,000 bales of last year’s crop on 
hand. 

There are more renters this year than ever be- 
fore, consequently day labor will be scarce, high 
and unreliable. 

We should not forget the trouble and perplex- 
ities in making and gathering last year’s crop. 
Many fields were white with cotton in the month 
of February, and not worth the cost of picking. 

Some farmers believe it is cheaper to plant cot- 
ton and buy corn, thanitis to make corn. The 
idea is, that the money made from one acre of 
cotton will pay for more corn than can be pro- 
duced by planting the same landincorn. Let the 
man who believes this think well before planting. 

Have you ever thought that you must seil 
twelve bales of cotton, at8 cents per pound, to 
pay for 100 bushels of corn at 60 cents per bushel? 

You may think this a big mistake in the writer. 
But let us reason awhile and you will find itis not 
much of a mistake. Iwill admit that one bale 
of cotton, averaging 500 pounds at 8 cents per 
pound would be $40, and twelve bales at $40 per 
bale would be $480, and at 60 cents per bushel 
that amount would pay for 800 bushels. But if you 
will admit that what a man clears is what he 
makes, and that itcosts, on an average, 7 cents per 
pound to make cotton, it is plainif he sells at 8 
cents per pound he only realizes 1 cent per pound, 
$5 on each bale, consequently we would have to 
sell twelve bales to pay for 100 bushels of corn at 
60 cents per bushel.

THE ATLANTA, WEST END AND

The New Line Takes Steps to Avoid the 
Payment of Fees Required on Certain 
Streets Already Paved. 


The Atlanta, West.End and McPherson 
Barracks Street Railway Company wants to 
put the city of Atlanta under a bond to keep 
the peace.
